The 
league singles out the candidate for office 
be he Democrat, Repubiican, Prohibition­ 
ist or Socialist and turns the lime light on 
him. 
If he is in league or at peace with 
the liquor interests or too cowardly to op 
pose its spread, then the league spares no 
efforts to defeat him.

As a rule they are of 
pressed brick, the insides being limnl—* 
floor, walls and ceiling—with highly 
polished hardwood.

In the Senate Wednesday Mr. Lodge 
defended the course of the President with 
regard to the affairs of Santo Domingo 
and the Moroccan conference and Mr. 
Teller spoke in support of the Senate’s 
prerogative in treaty making. At 3 p. rn. 
an executive session lasting fifteen min­ 
utes was had and then the private pen­ 
sion calendar was taken up. 
The forces 
opposed to the joint statehood bill, con­ 
sisting of the Democrats and the Repub­ 
lican insurgents, met their first defeat 
in the House when a motion ordering the 
previous question on the adoption of the 
rule for debate prepared by the Republi­ 
cans was passed by a vote of 192 to IG."*. 
Several members had left the chamber 
when the vote on the rule itself was tak­ 
en, the result being 187 to 157. 
Mr. 
Crumpacker of Indiana took the chair 
and debate on the bill in committee of 
the whole was begun at once. 
After 
passing a bill to create jury commission­ 
ers in Oklahoma the House at 5 :25 p. rn. 
adjourned. 


A discussion of foreign affairs occupied 
the session of the 
Senate 
Thursday, 
Messrs. Money and Heyburn speaking. 
The consular reorganization bill was read 
at length, but was not acted upon. 
At 
4 :15 p. rn. the Senate went into executive 
session and at 4 :25 adjourned until Mon­ 
day. 
The House passed the statehood 
bill by a vote of 194 to 150, according to 
the schedule. 
Only thirty-three insur­ 
gents went on record against the meas­ 
ure. 
The resignation of Claude A. Swan­ 
son, recently elected Governor of \ ir- 
ginia, was presented to the House. 


The first attem pt at filibustering at this 
session took place in the House Friday 
in a Democratic endeavor to defeat the 
provision of the urgent 
deficiency bill 
waiving the eight-hour day for foreign 
laborers on the 
Panam a 
canal. 
The 
amendment was placed in the bill after 
much maneuvering. 
Secretary Wilson 
came up for censure because of his re­ 
quest that moi# funds be given the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture for meat inspec­ 
tion. 
The Senate was not in session. 


The House Saturday passed the urgent 
deficiency 
appropriation 
bill, with the 
amendment waiving the eight-hour day 
for alien labor on the Panam a canal. The 
vote on the amendment was 120 to 108. 
By special order the pension calendar 
was cleared, 202 bills being disposed of 
in sixty-five minutes. 
After reading Mr. 
M ann’s omnibus bridge bill, making it un­ 
finished business for Monday, the House 
adjourned. 
There was no session of the 
Senate. 


The House Monday passed a resolution 
ruling on the President to furnish infor­ 
mation as to the existence of an alleged 
agreement in violation of the interstate 
Commerce law between the Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore and Ohio, Norfolk and W est­ 
ern. Chesapeake and Ohio, Northern Cen­ 
tral 
and 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
W ashington Railroad companies. 
Unani­ 
mous consent was given to begin on Tues­ 
day the consideration of the Heuburn 
railroad rate bill and to continue the same 
until tho bill shall be disposed of. A trib­ 
ute to the memory of Gen. Joseph Wheel­ 
er was paid by naming a street in the 
capital “Wheeler street.” 
The Mann 
general bridge bill was passed with sev­ 
eral perfecting amendments. 
It provides 
general provisions to be complied with 
hereafter in* the construction of bridges 
across navigable streams. 
The Chinese 
boycott and the adm inistration of the for­ 
est reserve divided the attention of the 
Senate. 
Mr. Tillman offered a resolution 
directing an investigation of Chinese af­ 
fairs aud Mr. Heyburn sharply criticised 
the methods of the forestry bureau. The 
House statehood bill was reported favor­ 
ably. aud notice was given that there 
would be a majority report. 


The Senate Tuesday passed the bill for 
the reorganization of the consular service 
and about forty other measures, many of 
them of considerable importance. 
Sev­ 
eral provide for lighthouses, fog signals, 
revenue cutters and public buildings. The 
shipping Dill was under consideration for 
a time and was amended so as to relieve 
it from constitutional objections. 
It was 
supported in a speech 
by 
Mr. Lodge. 
There also was a discusion of the bills 
making common carriers liable for injury 
to employes, which arose over the ques­ 
tion of their reference to committees. 
Some Senators intimated that the com­ 
mit tees were anxious to avoid the ivsjhui- 
wibility of pasing on these measures. Dis­ 
cussion of the rate regulation bill was 
l»egun in the House, and the members 
evinced a more general interest in the 
m atter than in any topic that has come 
up for a long time. 
Mr. Townsend of 
Michigan ojKuied with a sjieeol! support­ 
ing the bill. being followed by Mr. Adam­ 
son of Georgia, representing the minority, 
who commended the measure. 
Questions 
by Mr. Sherley of Kentucky and Mr. L it­ 
tlefield of Maine indicated that there is 
to lie some opposition, at least in debate. 


HANDLING OF CORNSTALKS. 
W here soils have been cropped for 
a num ber of years in succession the 
vegetable m atter supplied by dead 
cornstalks may be 
of 
considerable 
value, says a w riter in Homestead. 
It is safe to say th at tho number 
nfcjO burn their stalks are 
in 
the 
m inority, so th at the 
question 
of 
greatest im portance is how to handle 
them so they do the least harm and 
do the m ost good. 
In many cases 
where corn is made to follow corn 
the plows are put into the fields and 
the stalks turned under without any 
previous preparation. 
Then, 
again, 
there are those who use the stalk 
cutter so that the old cornstalks are 
cut to pieces, and, in turn, are much 
more completely buried by the plows. 
This is an im portant step in advance 
over the original method of turning 
them under whole. 
The objection to 
plowing the 
stalks 
under without 
first breaking them is due to the fact 
that planting and cultivating are af­ 
terw ards interfered w'itib to consider­ 
able extent. 
To go one step further, we find 
those who adopt the practice of disk­ 
ing their corn land before plowing 
it. 
This method, we believe, is en­ 
titled to first place among those men­ 
tioned. This not only cuts the stalks 
into com paratively small lenghts, but 
in addition it produces a mulch on 
the surface so that the furrow slice, 
w'hen inverted brings 
about 
imme­ 
diate capillary connection. 
P ast ex­ 
perience dem onstrates th at this prac­ 
tice, during dry years, especially, of­ 
ten results in making the difference 
between failure and success of the 
crop. 
W hen heavy cornstalks are 
turned under in their original form 
they tend to cut off the upward move­ 
m ent of water, while plowing under 
a stiff surface crust also tends to 
act in the same m anner. 
YVe realize that it takes tim e to 
disk th e surface before putting in 
the plow’, nevertheless it is tim e wrell 
spent. 
Some of the best corn. grow­ 
ers of th e Central W est disk their 
entire area before plowing a furrow, 
because they claim th at in addition 
to the advantages we have enum erat­ 
ed there is also the additional ad­ 
vantage that the disking produces a 
mulch and thus preserves the mois­ 
ture until such tim e as the plowing 
is done. 
We have no hesitation in 
advising the more general introduc­ 
tion of this practice, and we believe 
th at it would m aterially increase the 
corn yield of the great Central W est 
if every corn grower would go after 
the stalk ground with the disk before 
plowing it.

This is especially true in the 
case of horses th a t are sold for city 
use. 
A great many horses are very 
sharply discrim inated against on this 
point. 
The last point is that of condition. 
You know, of couse, th at if you send 
a steer to m arket th at is not fat, you 
are not going to get as much for him 
as you would if he were fat. 
To a 
certain extent, the same thing is true 
of horses. It is not true of light horses 
aa much as with drafters, but a horse 
out of condition will not sell within 
twenty-five per cent, of what he might 
sell for if he were in good condition. 
He should not be over fed or over-fat, 
•but he should have m eat enough to 
cover his bones and make him look 
well fed and smooth.—Dr. G. M. Rom­ 
mel, in The American Cultivator.

STARTING LAMBS ON FEED . 


I do not believe any other one phase 
of lamb-feeding contributes more to­ 
ward failure than 
careless 
feeding 
w'hen the lambs are first put on to 
feed, says the American A gricultur­ 
ist. 
Toward the end of the feeding 
season careless beginners wonder wily 
their lam bs have not done better on 
the amount of feed supplied them . In 
nearly every case it is because they 
were not started in the right m anner 
to begin with. 
W hen I first began feeding lambs 
for m arket I was inexperienced in the 
business, but several of my neighbors 
had been feeding lam bs for several 
years. To sta rt with I purchased IOO 
W estern lam bs out of a car lot ship­ 
ped in by one of my neighbors. 
The 
lam bs w ere put on to feed as soon 
as they arrived a t the barn. 
Clover 
hay and bean pods 
were 
fed 
for 
roughage, and corn and oats 
as 
a 
grain ration. 
Both of these "were fed 
in am ounts th at the 
lambs 
would 
clean up nicely. 
These lam bs were 
fed during the w inter and the follow­ 
ing spring m arketed, but to my sur­ 
prise, they had hardly made an aver­ 
age gain of fifteen pounds each. 
This illustrates the im portance of 
starting lambs right. W hile I had sup­ 
plied the proper am ount of feed, I had 
not prepared the lam bs to consume it 
profitably. Since then I have become 
m ore acquainted with the art of feed­ 
ing lam bs and am now' able to fit 
lam bs th at when m arketed bring the 
top prices. 
For the first twro or three weeks 
after the lam bs are put on to feed they 
should be fed very carefully. At first 
they are inclined to overeat, and un­ 
less the feed is supplied in m oderate 
am ounts serious trouble results th at 
in m any instance term inates the feed­ 
ing season. 
It is advisable for two or 
three days after the lam bs are put 
in the barn to feed bright o at straw 
twice dally, a t m orning and evening, 
w ith & light feed of clover hay at 
noon. 
W ith this kind of 
roughage 
there Is not the danger of the lambs 
ovreating. 
The aim in feeding this 
kind of food is to give the lambs a 
chance to rest up physically 
before 
loading the stom ach. 
After the first 
two or three days the arrangem ent 
can be turned around and the hay fed 
twice daily and the oat straw once a t 
noon. 


USE OF SPRAYING COMPOUNDS. 
Every year shows progress in the 
discovery of m ethods to free trees 
from insect pests. 
It is a pleasure to 
find so much attention given to the 
subject. 
It demands it, for the fruit 
industry of the country is too im port­ 
ant a one to be neglected. There have 
been many fruit growers thoroughly 
discouraged because of the 
loss 
of 
their trees by scale, and this calls 
for the m ore praise to those w'ho con­ 
tinue experim enting, declining to give 
up. 
At a recent m eeting of fruit grow- 
ers the question of spraying against 
the codlin moth and fungi cam e up 
end Mr. Dunlap, the well known fruit 
grower of Illinois, had this to say of 
spraying m ixtures: 
“There is no question th at the ex­ 
perim ents conducted in Illinois this 
year, taken with the experim ents that 
have been made heretofor, will lead 
us to change the proportion of the so­ 
called Bordeaur mixture. 
We 
have 
been using too m<uch copper sulphate 
and tco little Paris green. 
The pro­ 
portion of two pounds of copper sul­ 
phate, five or six pounds of lime and 
six ounces of Paris green is the most 
effective remedy th at w'e can apply 
to our orchard and will do the least 
harm. The m ost im portant point is to 
have the solution thoroughly applied, 
so as to cover all the leaves and all 
the fruit. 
“There is only one thing more im­ 
portant than that, and th at is the 
tim e of application. 
After the origin­ 
al blossom bud opens up so th at the 
pin of the bloom just shows, we ap­ 
ply our first spray, and continue un­ 
til the tree is in bloom; then we cease 
until the petals are 
practically 
all 
fallen, vv ,cn we commence with our 
second spray, and from th at tim e un­ 
til about seven days after the bloom 
falls is the very im portant and criti­ 
cal tim e to spray for 
the 
codling 
moth, as w'ell as fungous growth. The 
third application is not m aterial as to 
the tim e.”—Indianapolis News. 


IMPROVED H IS WOODLOT. 
If a little care and forethought is 
taken when cutting the year’s supply 
of fuel to thin out in the thicker 
places, saving the young and thrifty 
trees, letting in the sunshine occa­ 
sionally to start a vigorous growth, 
and perhaps trim m ing the trunks to 
get sm oother growth for tim ber, it 
will be surprising to see how much, 
the stum p value is increased. 
The w riter had occasion to cut over 
a piece of woodland about thirty-five 
years ago, getting perhaps forty cords 
to the acre. 
The same land has been 
cleared again within the last three 
years, the yield being about the same. 
The second crop is mixed with a 
certain am ount of valuable kinds of 
tim ber, among which are white ash, 
hickory, black cherry, etc., straight, 
thrifty young trees, which, if left to 
grow to the size necessary for lum­ 
bering, will benefit some one to the 
am ount of many dollars. 
There is a 
growing scarcity of the first m ention­ 
ed variety; it is used for the wood­ 
work for nearly all kinds of farm- 
tools and wagons. 
The w riter has 
lately seen some very beautiful house 
finishing lum ber prepared from this 
kind cf wood. 
As every one knows the price of 
lum ber is high and advancing, and 
even the middleaged man may sets a 
future profit within his lifetim e if his 
tim ber is given a little m ore care; 
this with the m eans a t hand and with­ 
out outlay of capital.—J. H. Clark, in 
The American Cultivator. 


MARKETING LIGHT HORSES. 
Action is extrem ely im portant 
in 
light horses. 
It should be straight 
and true. 
At the tro t it should be 
what is known as the straight line 
trot, no wabbling from one side to 
the other, or swinging the feet. The 
Fiction from behind should be straight, 
the feet picked up sm artly, hocks 
well flexed, and the feet of both fore 
and hind legs at each step placed im­ 
m ediately in front of the form er posi­ 
tion. 
Style is of the highest importance, 
and th is is generally indicated by the 
way in which he carries 
his 
head, 
the general appearances of 
sm art­ 
ness, of good disposition, and nerve. 
Then we have the point of m an­ 
ners. 
No horse is going to sell well 
in any of these classes th at is not 
well m annered or shows th at he has 
had no education. 
I do not m ean by 
th a t th at he should lack spirit, be­ 
cause he m ust have spirit, but he 
■hould hare been taught how to be­ 


w ork of a Beaver Colony. 
If the beavers continue their work 
on a dam across the North Fork just 
above the bridge across the river 
east of Hotchkiss, they will ultim ately 
cause several dollars’ worth of dam­ 
age to property in that vicinity when 
high w ater comes in the spring.

and th e w ater is rushing against it 
without appreciable damage. 
Mr. Thomas B lackw ell who has a 
lease on the Metcalf property, wrote 
to the State game warden, asking 
what can be done about the m atter, 
the law not allowing beavers to be 
killed. 
The warden replied the beav­ 
ers belonged to the State, but a per­ 
m it could be granted for $1 to kill 
ten or twelve beavers, provided they 
were doing damage, but th at the pelts 
m ust be carefully prepared and ship­ 
ped to the warden for sale, w here­ 
upon onehalf of the proceeds will be 
returned for the “trouble” in catch­ 
ing them . 
« 
A dam such as the beavers build 
will back the w ater up onto the Met­ 
calf property and wash away a large 
p art of the place. 
Besides th at the 
beavers are cutting down a large 
num ber of trees now on the place, 
and, situated so near town, the growth 
is of some value.—North Fork, (Kan.) 
Times.

And this is the more m arked in the 
persons of royalty on account of their 
conspicuous position than in the case 
of the ordinary individual.

sovereigns it is doubtful which m ust 
be considered the most unlucky name, 
but it is probable th at John is the 
nam e of ill omen, says London Tit- 
Bits. 
F or instance, John of England has 
alw ays been branded as an infam ous 
monarch, a character which he hardly 
deserved. 
Still it w as his luck. John 
of France was captured by the Black 
Prince, w’ho, by the way, was not the 
hero we have been taught to consider 
him, but a very unscrupulous ruffian. 
John Baliol of Scotland has been de­ 
spised by his fellow countrym en be­ 
cause he pandered too much to the E n­ 
glish. 
Robert III. of Scotland changed his 
name from John, but the ill luck of the 
name clung to him. 
During his life­ 
time he w as worried to the verge of 
despair by bis brother, the Duke of 
Albany. H e w as himself a cripple, his 
eldest son w as starved to death in 
prison and his youngest, when on a 
voyage to France, was captured by the* 
English. 
Robert III. died of a broken 
heart. 
John I. of Bohemia was blind; John 
I., Pope, was imprisoned by Alaric, 
king of the Goths, aud Pope John X. 
was driven from Rome by Guy, Duke 
of Tuscany. John XL, Pope, was sup­ 
posed to have been poisoned by bis 
brother Alberie, who kept him a pris­ 
oner in the Latcran. 
John XIV. also 
died iii prison from poison or starva­ 
tion. 
John XV. ascended the papal 
throne after the m urder of Boniface, 
and w as forced to flee to Tuscany, 
where he died of fever. 
Nor w as 
John XVI. more fortunate, for he w as 
dubbed the “antipope,” and after a 
varied career, which lasted only eleven 
months, he was brutally tortured and 
then consigned to a dungeon, whence 
he never emerged alive. 
John I. of Constantinople was poi­ 
soned; John IL w as killed while boar 
bunting; and John IIL was dethroned, 
his eyes were put out and he was cast 
into prison, where lie died. John I. of 
Castile was killed by a fall from his 
horse. 
This is only a portion of the 
long list of unlucky Johns, but it will 
serve to show th at there is good rea­ 
son for claiming th at m onarchs should 
avoid tile name, if they possibly can.

The Duluth Board of Trade is charged 
by the Minnesota Fanners* exchange with 
boycotting grain from their elevators and 
shutting it absolutely out of the Duluth 
market. 
Complaint bas been filed with 
Attorney General Young, who has taken 
the matter under consideration 
to see 
whether it constitutes a violation of the 
anti-trust law. 
The Minnesota Farmers* 
exchange is the big co-operative organiza­ 
tion formed to dispense with middlemen 
and to enable the farmers to market their 
products and buy their supplies direct. 
The exchange has a line of country ele­ 
vators, but no terminal. 
Its grain comes 
to M inneapolis and is bought by mem­ 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce. 
This 
is not permitted in Duluth, the complaint 
charges. 
Members of the board will no 
longer handle their grain and there is 
no way whatever for the exchange to sell 
at the head of the lakes. 
The exchange 
claims this Is an nnlawfnl discrimina­ 
tion. The Duluth board is termed a com­ 
bination in restraint of trade.

As in th e case of m any ill­ 
fated vessels w recked in th a t vicinity, 
th e V alencia, steering by dead reckon­ 
ing in a fog. got off its course and 
stru ck a reef. 
T hreatened w ith sink­ 
ing, th e captain chose to hurl his ship 
ag ain st th e coast, w hich at this point 
is a precipitous w all of rock. 
From an early hour T uesday m orn­ 
ing until som etim e W ednesday 
the 
m en and w om en huddled on th e deck 
of th e V alencia confronted th e pros­ 
pect of alm ost certain death w ith dry 
laud an d safely lying apparently al­ 
m ost w ithin a stone’s throw . 
T he 
heavy sea w hich kept pounding th e 
vessel ag ain st the rocks prevented the 
use of lifeboats, those low ered being 
beaten to pieces ag ain st the side of 
th e ship. 
Tw o sailors m anaged to 
gain th e shore and clim bed up the 
cliff for som e distance, only to reach 
a point w rere they could neither pro­ 
ceed nor retreat. 
As they w ere below 
high-w ater m ark, this added horror, 
enacted before th e eyes of the p assen­ 
gers, show ed th e hopelessness of es­ 
cape in th a t direction. 
E ven th e ves­ 
sels w hich w ere sent to m ake a be­ 
lated attem p t a t rescue succeeded only 
iii raising false hopes. 
Various reasons are advanced for 
th e fa c t th a t the V alencia w as out of 
its course. 
T he fog, the difficulties of 
navigating the channel leading into 
Ju an de Fuca strait, and th e pow erful 
ocean cu rren ts doubtless com bined to 
decfive the navigators and bring the 
ship into danger. 
It rem ains to be 
seen w h eth er a m easure of responsi­ 
bility does not also rest upon the Can­ 
adian governm ent for its failure to 
m aintain lights and bell buoys aud 
oth er protective devices on a treach er­ 
ous shore w hich has caused the de­ 
struction of fifty-six vessels and the 
loss of 711 lives w ithin forty years. 
At least th e absence of coast guards 
and lilies of com m unication seem s to 
have been responsible for th e long in­ 
terval th at elapsed lie fore new s of tin* 
vessel’s predicam ent reached the n ear­ 
est port and an attem p t at rescue w as 
m ade possible. 
T he deadly “ w est coast” of V an­ 
couver island is one of the w orld’s 
m ost fam ous m arine graveyards. 
Iii 
forty y ears fifty-six vessels and 711 
lives have been lost, all w ithin a few 
m iles of the scene of the wreck of the 
V alencia. 
In addition to the V alencia 
Hie K ing D avid and P ass of M elford 
have lieon w recked in the past m onth. 
W ith th e K ing D avid seven lives w ere 
lost, w hile tw enty-six perished on the 
Pass of M ilford. 
In the last forty 
years the follow ing w recks, in w hich 
m ore th an ten lives w ere lost, have 
occurred on the sam e const:

Marshall Field’s last will ami testa­ 
ment, embracing two codicils anil dispos­ 
ing of an imitate reckoned as beyond the 
value of $ It *>.000.000. was filed for pro­ 
bate in Chicago Wednesday. 
The docu­ 
ment, which contains upward of 22.000 
words, was attested iu Chicago and bears 
date of Feb. 23, BHH. 
After making spe­ 
cific bequests of $25,298,000, the testator 
provides that the residue of the estate 
go to his grandchildren. Marshall Field 
III. and Henry Field, 12 and IO years 
old, respectively. 
They are the children 
of the late Marshall Field. Jr. 
To the 
widow is left tile Field residence and con­ 
tents, worth upward of $2,000,000, aud 
$1,000,000 in addition. In this connection 
it is said that Mr. Field made a large 
marriage settlement. 
The daughter, Mrs. Ethel Field Beatty 
of England, is to receive the benefit of a 
trust fund of $0,000,000 an<] a ]jf,» jn _ 
terest in $1,000,000 was set apart for the 
widow of Marshall Field H r Gwendolyn 
Field, the granddaughter, now 3 years 
old. has $ 1 .<HX),(HN> left in trust for her. 
The Field Museum of N atural History 
will get $8,000,000 and four local chari­ 
ties are left $25,000 each. 
Scattering 
millions are left to relatives, old em­ 
ployes and to a few friends. 
The great magnitude of the inheritance 
which falls to the grandsons of Mr. Field 
may be noted from the fact that young 
Marshall Field is to receive three-fifths 
and Henry Field two-fifths of the residue 
of the estate and in addition the benefit 
of a trust fund of $5,000,000. 
Thus they 
practically now are worth anywhere from 
$35,000,000 to $30,000,000 each.
